HURRAH FOR OUR 
SCHOOLS. 
My dear Flock: 
On Saturday, May 12th, 


forty-one public schools and 
seven parochial schools in St. 
Joseph County entered gram- 
mar grade pupils in a spelling 
contest. This contest is an an- 
pug! affair conducted by the 
News-Times ot South Bend! 
The best speller goes to Wash- 
ington to compete in a national 
contest, for which the first 
prize is $1000.00. 

Now it will be very interest- 
ing to our Catholic people to 
know that four out of the five 
prizes in the St. Joseph County 
eontest were taken by children 
of the parochial schools, and 
two of them taken by. children 
of foreign-born parents. The 
‘frst prize was won by Betty 
Robinson, of St. , Joseph’s 
School; the second by Anna 
Marie Bergan, of the same 
school; the third by Elizabeth 
Farkas, of St. Stephen’s (Hun- 
garian) School;. and the fifth 
prize by Victor Jagmin, of St. 
Adalbert’s (Polish) School. 
The first prize consists of a trip 
to Washington, D. C.; the sec- 
ond of $50.00 in gold; the third 
of $25.00 in gold; the fifth of 
$10.00 in gold. The only prize 
won by a public school child 
was the fourth, consisting of 
$15.00 in gold. Considering that 
there were seven times as many 
public schools as parochial en- 
tered in the contest, and that 
the public schools had so many 
more children to draw from, 
the results are the more satis- 
factory. Betty Robinson also 
won the first prize in the con- 
test of 1926, against all spell- 
ers, when she was only eleven 
years old. 

' But Note This: 

A few days later the word 
was heralded from Washing- 
ton, D. C., over the whole Unit- 
‘ed States -that the. thirteen- 
year-old Betty Robinson won 
the national spelling contest 
dnd the $1000.00. prize which 
accompanies it. This is an 
honor not only to St. Joseph’s 
School, South Bend, taught by 
the Sisters of the Holy Cross, 
under the superintendence of 
Reverend Father Lennartz, but 
it is also a credit to our paroch- 
lal school system generally.
